U.  S.  PATTERNS 

It  was  our  privilege  to  offer  a great  collection  of  pattern  coins  in  our  Januaiy 
and  March  sales.  The  successful  disposition  of  that  fine  mid-western  collection, 
resulted  in  another  consignment  of  similar  material. 

This  collection  from  Albany,  N.  Y.  contains  a number  of  items  which  were  lacking- 
in  our  previous  offering,  and  - lacks  some  that  were  offered  before.  W e have  taken 
the  liberty  of  including,  also,  a small  consignment  of  pattern  coins  from  a New 
York  City  Collection. 

The  reference  (A.W.  numbers  are,  naturally,  to  the  work  by  Edgar  H.  Adams 
and  William  H.  Woodin  entitled  “United  States  Pattern,  Trial  and  Experimental 
Pieces.”  This  book  originally  published  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  has 
become  quite  rare.  Recently,  however,  a reprint  was  made  to  sell  at  $3.00.  In 
order  to  permit  the  collector  to  more  intelligently  study  this  offering,  we  have 
made  available  a limited  supply  of  these  at  the  NUMISMATIC  GALLERY.  They 
may  be  examined  free  of  charge,  at  the  Gallery,  or  purchased  at  the  regular  price 
of  $3.00,  postpaid.  The  rarity  of  each  pattern  has  also  been  classified  according 
to  the  Standard  Adams-Woodin  scale  - as  follows:
